I found 
my Arctic experience, although valu­ 
able, inadequate for southern condi­ 
tions. There was a lot to learn be­ 
cause the Antarctic is wholly unlike 
the Arctic. 
It is in the grip of an 
ice age similar to that which held 
Europe in its thrall, 30,000 years ago.”

States, Japanese and British delega 
tions to the naval conference were 
understood today to be agreed in prin 
ciple on their respective naval quota* 
although no actual agreement had yet 
been signed. 
Both American and British sources 
indicated the negotiations had prog 
ressed satisfactorily.

plan would give Japan an approxim

ain and America, providing the United 
States does not lay down

three 10,000-ton cruisers (which have

In reality, however, Japan would 
have a ratio of 60 per cent in tonnage 
and 66 per cent in number of ships, 
which was the proposition advanced 
to the Japanese by Secretary Henry 
L. Stinson in conversations in Wash­ 
ington. The 60 per cent tonnage and 
66 per cent number ratios would pre­ 
vail after the United mates has built 
the last three cruisers.

Afterward, he will be taken to 
the heights of Arlington, across tha 
Potomac, and burled among other of 
the nation's notables in the great (Na­ 
tional cemetery which overlooks Wash­ 
ington.

Dunedin, N. Z., M arch IO. — (I'.R) — 
R ear Admiral R ichard E. Byrd, w ith 
th e weather-hardened crew of his his­ 
tory-m aking 
A ntarctic 
expedition, 
cam e back to civilization today to be 
greeted by the most tum ultous recep­ 
tion New Zealand has ever accorded 
to a world hero. 
His sturdy ship, the City of New 
York, plainly showing the battering 
of ice and ravages of wind, gave. elo­ 
quent testim ony to the ravages of a 
year at the ice-barrier and its battle 
through the floes on the return trip. 
B yrd’s men, also giving evidence in 
their faces of the rigorous Antarctic 
w eather, looked hard and fit a^ they 
joyfully came ashore to the deafening 
shouts of Dunedin's population 
and 
the shriek of ship sirens. Despite their 
year at the bottom of the world, 
a 
m ajority of them had gained weight. 
The explorer’s first words were to 
express his gratitude to the people of 
New Zealand for their assistance in 
the expedition. 
After th at he discuss­ 
ed with the United Press the high 
points of his plunge into the South 
Pole region and the success of his air­ 
plane and dogsled exploration. 
The American expedition 
owes 
a 
great debt of gratitude to New Zea­ 
land, which was a great factor in its 
success, the adm iral said. 
Fellowship with G reat Britain, he 
added, is one of his ideals, therefore 
he hopes the contact established will 
assist in fostering a m utual feeling of 
adm iration between the two countries. 
The great courtesy 
and 
limitless 
kindness with which he was received, 
both when he made New Zealand his 
base and when he returned today Ad­ 
m iral Byrd views as an omen of the 
continued willingness of the B ritish 
em pire and the American republic to 
“play the gam e’’ together. 
H e was moved deeply and intensely 
gratified by D unedin’s outpouring of 
welcome. 
Byrd’s actual flight over the South 
Pole, he said, was to his m ind second­ 
a ry in im portance to the discovery of 
hundreds of miles of new territory 
east of the Ross dependency. 
This 
territory, he pointed out, was outside 
of the limits of the dependency. 
“Personally,” he said, “I am not the 
least concerned with 
claiming 
the 
lafld for America. I m erely continu­ 
ed the work begun by B ritish pioneers, 
and all I have done was to touch on 
the fringe of a subject whjich would 
bear the study of generations to come. 
“I have named it Marie Byrd Land, 
but it is not Am erican; it rather be­ 
longs to the world. 
“I have accomplished 
m y 
entire 
m ission and owing tojfood fortune ex­ 
ceeded all my expectations. 
This is 
solely due to the devotion and energy 
of the men, all of whom worked seri­ 
ously. 
“The results of this expedition to 
science can not be estim ated at pres­ 
ent, but geology, biology, meteorology, 
physics and the science of radio all 
should benefit. 
“An interesting point for the scien­ 
tists was that I was using my own 
sun compass, designed on a pattern 
of B urnstead’s model of 1925. I didn’t 
use Amundsen’s instrum ents because 
I didn't know they existed. I found 
m y Arctic experience, although valu­ 
able, inadequate -for southern condi­ 
tions. There was a lot to learn be­ 
cause the A ntarctic is wholly unlike 
the Arctic. It is in the grip of an 
ice age sim ilar to th at which held 
Europe in its thrall, 30,000 years ago.’’
